• DISARMAMENT - PLAN ASSUMES WEAPONS 
CAUSE CONFLICT 
Any plan for disarmament must assume that 
: crime an I war are not 
caused by human greed 
but by weapons. 
By definition, a criminal or 
a war-maker breaks the law by his actions and 
he will be as willing to break a disarmament 
law as any other. Thus any disarmament plan 
would only remove defense weapons from law- 
abiding men. 
Once this truth is seen, support 
for disarmament must rest entirely on the plan’s 
presumed ability for enforcement. 
For a long time, 
New "ork City has had a 
law banning all private ownership of firearms 
without a special, hard-to-get police permit. 
Known as the Sullivan Law', it is still defended 
on the grounds that restricting the ownership 
of weapons will automatically limit crime. But 
the reality is that crime in New' York City 
has grown to the extent that it has become 
a 
personal threat to every citizen of the city. 
Despite enforcement measures, criminals in 
New York City seem to have no difficulty in 
obtaining deadly weapons. 
Only the innocent 
and the law-abiding are disarmed. 
Obviously, a law of this kind is easier to 
enforce within a nation where there is one 
system of law than among nations where there 
are many. 
This was tragically evident on a large scale 
between the two world wars. 
Solemn treaties 
“guaranteed that nations would limit their war­ 
ships to an assigned ratio of those possessed 
by other nations. 
These naval disarmament 
treaties were observed by the United 
States, 
Britain and France - which had no aggressive 
designs upon anyone - but were contemptuously 
violated by Nazi Germany and Imperial Japan. 
This shifting of balance of power from the non- 
aggressive nations toward the aggressors made 
it easier for the Axis powers to start the Second 
World War. 
The naval disarmament treaties 
provided

inspection system or specific 
sanctions against violators. 
Those who urge 
disarmament today say they can make it work 
by providing such an inspection system and 
sanctions against violators. 
There are 
two 
fatal arguments against this idea. 
First, inspection and sanctions could only be 
earned out by aft international body with the 
authority to ovfefrPKt»sovereign rights of nations, 
the~U;Srinbindfe'd. 'Slfch* authority has long been 
sought by the communist-bossed United Nations. 
Second, granting that inspection and sanctions 
were carried out in good faith and not used to 
establish an all-powerful world government, they 
could accomplish nothing against aggression as 
it is practiced today; i.e., infiltration and guer­ 
rilla warfare. 
We have seen vivid examples 
of how this new pattern operates in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. Terrorists and guer­ 
rillas do not need large supplies of 
modern 
iweapons. 
The small arms they do need could 
not conceivably be kept out of circulation by any 
disarmament agency - no matter how powerful. 
In such a case, a working disarmament plan 
Jvould simply deprive free, law-abiding men of 
their means of defense against organized crim­ 
inality in the form of terrorism and guerilla 
War. 
: If a disarmament agreement had been in effect 
in Vietnam, the U.S. would neither have had 
planes to use against the supply lines of the 
Vietcong nor ready, highly-trained divisions of 
Marines and paratroopers to throw into Santo 
Domingo to prevent a communist takeover. 
The campaign for public acceptance of dis­ 
armament thrives on misplaced hope, but even 
so it would be a bit too much to expect the public 
to listen to vacuous disarmament schemes while 
Americans were dying under communist fire in 
fcanto Domingo and th<? jungles of Vietnam. How­ 
ever, as sure as communists will be communists, 
when things get too rough for them the lure of 
disarmament will be offered again.

The record of young drivers worsened in 1966, 
according to The Travelers Insurance Com­ 
panies.

This commentary is contained in The Travelers 
annual highway safety booklet, which reports 
52,500 deaths and more than 4,400,000 injuries 
on America’s highways last year. 
Statistics 
in the booklet were compiled from reports by 
state motor vehicle departments. 
The Bureau of Public Roads has reported that 
drivers under 25 constitute about 19 percent 
of all licensed drivers - but in 1966 they were 
involved in almost 70 percent more accidents 
than their numbers warrant. 
Older drivers, 
those 65 and over, showed a slight improve­ 
ment in their driving records as did the largest 
group of licensed drivers - those 25 to 64. 
However, drivers over 65 
continue to be in­ 
volved in proportionally more fatal accidents 
than non-fatal accidents. 
“ Perhaps,” says a Travelers spokesman, “ it 
can be accounted for by saying that the young 
are quick and impatient and the old are stub­ 
born.” 
The National Traffic Safety Agency has issued 
some vehicle safety standards. Some of the new

Minting Of such 
coins as are necessary, main­ 
taining standards for 
weights 
and measurements, preventing 
and punishing predation, 
and 
perhaps 
a minimum of public 
health and pure food measures, 
and the supervision of naviga­ 
tion in rivers and coastal wa­ 
ters. 
All the rest should be left to 
the states or to the people as 
the Constitution says. In 
a 
government of limited 
scope 
and function, freedom is pos­ 
sible, for the people can un­ 
derstand it and control it. But 
when we allow it to expand to 
the present 
proportions, in­ 
cluding the regulation of our 
economy, 
farming, 
banking, 
transportation, 
communica­ 
tion, schools, social security, 
and all the many activities of 
its citizens, 
it becomes so 
vast that the

Despite Lower Standards

WASHINGTON (AP>- Despite 
lowered mental standards, more 
than 176,000 American youths 
were rejected for the draft last 
year because they were unable 
to meet even those require­ 
ments. 
Another 23,555 were turned 
down on both mental and medi­ 
cal grounds at preinduction ex­ 
aminations in 1966. 
The lower standards, how­ 
ever, resulted in oi'ly about 12 
per cent of potential draftees 
flunking mental requirements in 
1966 compared with nearly 21 
per cent in 1965. 
These statistics appear in a 
report by the Army surgeon 
general dealing with results of 
examinations of youths for mili­ 
tary service last year. 
“ The most significant factor 
that affected these results was 
the increased demand for mili­ 
tary manpower caused by the 
intensified Vietnam conflict,” 
the surgeon general’s report 
said. 
It brought about “decisive 
modifications in the standards 
of military acceptability- speci- 
fically, by lowering the mental 


standards.” 
The report said the mental 
evaluation of a potential induc­ 
tee is based on tests designed to 
measure his general

ing within reasonable time and 
his potential general usefulness 
to the service. 
The 176,027 who failed to meet 
mental requirements last year 
represented a drop of 51,782 
vear of tougher 
from 196% 
standards.

The program , which was put 
into operation today, had pre­ 
viously been denied to the Delta 
Area Economic Opportunity Cor­ 
poration by the regional office of 
the Office of Economic Opportun­ 
ity at Kansas City. 
The SMDC education commit­ 
tee met p rio r to la st night's meet­ 
ing and voted to recommend ac­ 
ceptance of the program by the 
SMDC board. 
Robert Jackson of Charleston, 
chairm an of the education com­ 
m ittee, told the board that his 
com m ittee 
wanted school dis­ 
tric ts participating in the sum ­ 
mer Head Start to have as much 
local autonomy as possible in run­ 
ning their own program s. 
Jackson noted that before Head 
Start had been adm inistered by 
DAEOC, the program had been 
adm inistered by the individual 
school d istricts and had none of 
the bitter factional disputes which 
has ham pered the DAEOC Head 
Start program . 
The OEO has an office at Cape

directors in the school d istricts, 
he added.

DISARMAMENT - PLAN ASSUMES WEAPONS 
CAUSE CONFLICT 
Any plan for disarmament must assume that 
crime an t war are not 
caused by human greed 
but by weapons. 
By definition, a criminal or 
a war-maker breaks the law by his actions and 
he will be as willing to break a disarmament 
law as any other. Thus any disarmament plan 
would only remove defense weapons from law- 
abiding men. 
Once this truth is seen, support 
for disarmament must rest entirely on the plan’s 
presumed ability for enforcement. 
For a long time, 
New "ork City has had a 
law banning all private ownership of firearms 
without a special, hard-to-get police permit. 
Known as the Sullivan Law, it is still defended 
on the grounds that restricting the ownership 
of weapons will automatically limit crime. But 
the reality is that crime in New York City 
has grown to the extent that it has become 
a 
personal threat to every citizen of the city. 
Despite enforcement measures, criminals in 
New York City seem to have no difficulty in 
obtaining deadly weapons. 
Only the innocent 
and the law-abiding are disarmed. 
Obviously, a law of this kind is easier to 
enforce within a nation where there is one 
system of law than among nations where there 
are many. 
This was tragically evident on a large scale 
between the two world wars. 
Solemn treaties 
“ guaranteed that nations would limit their war­ 
ships to an assigned ratio of those possessed 
by other nations. 
These naval disarmament 
treaties were observed by the United 
States, 
Britain and France - which had no aggressive 
designs upon anyone - but were contemptuously 
violated by Nazi Germany and Imperial Japan. 
This shifting of balance of power from the non- 
aggressive nations toward the aggressors made 
it easier for the Axis powers to start the Second 
World War. 
The naval disarmament treaties 
provided 
no 
inspection system or specific 
sanctions against violators. 
Those who urge 
disarmament today say they can make it work 
by providing such an inspection system and 
sanctions against violators. 
There are 
two 
fatal arguments against this idea. 
First, inspection and sanctions could only be 
carried out by an international body with the 
authority to o-verr We sovereign rights of nations, 
the'U.Srinfctadfed. SUcn authority has long been 
sought by the communist-bossed United Nations. 
Second, granting that inspection and sanctions 
were carried out in good faith and not used to 
establish an all-powerful world government, they 
could accomplish nothing against aggression as 
it is practiced today; i.e., infiltration and guer­ 
rilla warfare. 
We have seen vivid 
examples 
of how this new- pattern operates in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. Terrorists and guer­ 
rillas do not need large supplies of 
modern 
weapons. 
The small arms they do need could 
not conceivably be kept out of circulation by any 
disarmament agency - no matter how powerful. 
Jn such a case, a working disarmament plan 
would simply deprive free, law-abiding men of 
their means of defense against organized crim ­ 
inality in the form of terrorism and guerilla 
ivar. 
; If a disarmament agreement had been in effect 
In Vietnam, the U.S. would neither have had 
planes to use against the supply lines of the 
Vietcong nor ready, highly-trained divisions of 
Marines and paratroopers to throw into Santo 
Domingo to prevent a communist takeover. 
The campaign for public acceptance of dis­ 
armament thrives on misplaced hope, but even 
so it would be a bit too much to expect the public 
to listen to vacuous disarmament schemes while 
Americans were dying under communist fire in 
fcunto Domingo and the jungles of Vietnam. How­ 
ever, as sure as communists will be communists, 
when things get too rough for them the lure of 
disarmament will be offered again. 
What the 
Oommunist can’t get in war, he’ll seek at the 
negotiation and/or disarmament table. 
Americans who believe in defending 
their 
Freedom can help lengthen the public memory 
by pointing up the follies of disarmament and thus 
destroying the word ploy that disarmament is 
3o worthy it is not subject to questioning. There 
w ill never be an easier time than now to persuade 
people that the sole protection of free nations 
is their immediate willingness to defend them­ 
selves by the most effective means available, 
there will never be a better time to show, by 
Convincing argument, that no international au­ 
thority 
however powerful 
can disarm 
the 
skulking terrorists in the jungle - whether in 
Vietnam or the asphalt jungle of tortured cities 
like Santo Domingo. There will never be clearer 
prooi that to take away weapons from the 
good man can only ensure the triumph of 
e*vil. 
1*or years, pacifists have been 
saying 
deterrence does not deter and weapons only 
make general war more likely. 
One wonders 
what they think is preventing a communist 
takeover of all Southeast Asia. 
(Since they don’t know, it is the 
South Viet­ 
namese, the U.S. and their weapons and men.) 
The right of self-defer 
is the basis of Ml 
rights and is recognized 
every known system 
of law. 
A handful of confused people may de­ 


cide on their own they are not going to exercise 
their right of self-defense and, instead, will 
let themselves by trampled on by the criminal 
and the aggressor; but they have no right to 
impose their surrender on others who disagree. 
One wonders how the disarmament advocates 
muster the nerve to persist. 
By the personal 
appearance of some and the protestations and 
affiliations of still others, they have personally 
put themselves into one of, roughly, four cate­ 
gories: 
(1) 
Those who 
follow 
the cause without 
thinking and who need a haircut; 
(2) 
Those whose bleeding desire for peace 
disregards the rule that there can be no peace 
while the Kremlin continually makes war against 
Freedom; 
(3) Those whose theoretical (and consequently, 
only passing) acquaintance w ith collectivism has 
conceived a congenitally-defective sympathy for 
socialism/communism; and 
(4) 
The communists who will walk right in 
and rule this highly-prized country the day it can 
no longer stop them. 
Summing up, the prime movers of disarmament 
either lack knowledge or misuse the knowledge 
they have, or would assume the role of slave- 
master for themselves. 
Hardly credentials that command respect and 
support.

52,500 deaths and more than 4,400,000 injuries 
on America’s highways last year. 
Statistics 
in the booklet were compiled from reports by 
state motor vehicle departments. 
The Bureau of Public Roads has reported that 
drivers under 25 constitute about 19 percent 
of all licensed drivers - but in 1966 they were 
involved in almost 70 percent more accidents 
than their numbers warrant. 
Older drivers, 
those 65 and over, showed a slight improve­ 
ment in their driving records as did the largest 
group of licensed drivers - those 25 to 64. 
However, drivers over 65 
continue to be in­ 
volved in proportionally more fatal accidents 
than non-fatal accidents. 
“ Perhaps,” says a Travelers spokesman, “ it 
can be accounted for by saying that the young 
are quick and impatient and the old are stub­ 
born.”

1 DISARMAMENT - PLAN ASSUMES WEAPONS 
CAUSE CONFLICT 
Any plan for disarmament must assume that 
crime an I war are not caused by human greed 
but by weapons. 
By definition, a criminal or 
a war-maker breaks the law by his actions and 
he will be as willing to break a disarmament 
law as any other. Thus any disarmament plan 
would only remove defense weapons from law- • 
abiding men. 
Once this truth is seen, support 
for disarmament must rest entirely on the plan’s 
presumed ability for enforcement. 
For a long time, 
New York City has had a 
law banning all private ownership of firearms 
without a special, hard-to-get police permit. 
Known as the Sullivan Law, it is still defended 
on the grounds that restricting the ownership 
of weapons will automatically limit crime. But 
the reality is that crime in New York City 
has grown to the extent that it has become 
a 
personal threat to every citizen of the city. 
Despite enforcement measures, criminals in 
New York City seem to have no difficulty in 
obtaining deadly weapons. 
Only the innocent 
and the law-abiding are disarmed. 
Obviously, a law of this kind is easier to 
enforce within a nation where there is one 
system of law than among nations where there 
are many. 
This was tragically evident on a large scale 
between the two world wars. 
Solemn treaties 
“ guaranteed that nations would limit their war­ 
ships to an assigned ratio of those possessed 
by other nations. 
These naval disarmament 
treaties were observed by the United 
States, 
Britain and France - which had no aggressive 
designs upon anyone - but were contemptuously 
violated by Nazi Germany and Imperial Japan. 
This shifting of balance of power from the non- 
aggressive nations toward the aggressors made 
it easier for the Axis powers to start the Second 
World War. 
The naval disarmament treaties 
provided 
no 
inspection system or specific 
sanctions against violators. 
Those who urge 
disarmament today say they can make it work 
by providing such an inspection system and 
sanctions against violators. 
There are 
two 
fatal arguments against this idea. 
First, inspection and sanctions could only be 
curried out by an international body with the 
authority to over ride sovereign rights of nations, 
the U.Srinbtadfe'd. SUcn authority has long been 
sought by the communist-bossed United Nations. 
Second, granting that inspection and sanctions 
were carried out in good faith and not used to 
establish an all-powerful world government, they 
could accomplish nothing against aggression as 
it is practiced today; i.e., infiltration and guer­ 
rilla warfare. 
We have seen vivid 
examples 
of how this new pattern operates in Vietnam and 
the Dominican Republic. Terrorists and guer­ 
rillas do not need large supplies of 
modern 
weapons. 
The small arms they do need could 
not conceivably be kept out of circulation by any 
disarmament agency - no matter how powerful. 
In such a case, a working disarmament plan 
would simply deprive free, law-abiding men of 
their means of defense against organized crim­ 
inality in the form of terrorism and guerilla 
War. 
j If a disarmament agreement had been in effect 
In Vietnam, the U.S. would neither have had 
planes to use against the supply lines of the 
\ ietcong nor ready, highly-trained divisions of 
Marines and paratroopers to throw into Santo 
Domingo to prevent a communist takeover. 
The campaign for public acceptance of dis­ 
armament thrives on misplaced hope, but even 
so it would be a bit too much to expect the public 
to listen to vacuous disarmament schemes while 
Americans were dying under communist fire in 
£anto Domingo and the jungles of Vietnam. How­ 
ever, as sure as communists will be communists, 
when things get too rough for them the lure of 
disarmament will be offered again.

Those who

thinking and who need a haircut; 
(2) 
Those whose bleeding desire for peace 
disregards the rule that there can be no peace 
while the Kremlin continually makes war against 
Freedom; 
(3) Those whose theoretical (and consequently, 
only passing) acquaintance with collectivism has 
conceived a congenitally-defective sympathy for 
socialism/communism; and 
(4) 
The communists who will walk right in 
and rule this highly-prized country the day it can 
no longer stop them. 
Summing up, the prime movers of disarmament 
either lack knowledge or misuse the knowledge 
they have, or would assume the role of slave- 
master for themselves.

COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) •

Freedom of Information Center 
at the University of Missouri re­ 
ported a 10-month study showed 
that more of the world's popula­ 
tion is exposed to a free press 
than to a controlled press.

pay. He is reluctant to take on 
more credit.

The producer is showing con­ 
tradictory 
behavior, 
hoarding 
credit in some instances but not 
using 
it; 
cautiously 
cutting 
production in some 
instances 
while his competitor, interpret­ 
ing the signs differently, ex­ 
pands. 
The Vietnam war has been 
the chief economic troublemak­ 
er, but certainly not the only 
one. 
Others that produce the cau­ 
tion and uncertainty include: 
The Budget Deficit— The ad­ 
ministration originally said it 
would be $8.1 billion. Later this

Considerable skepticism arose 
and now some critics estimate 
the potential deficit at $30 bil­ 
lion, twice the previous record. 
Much of this results from Viet­ 
nam’s costs. 
Taxes— This is one of the ad­ 
m inistration’s solutions to the 
problem. If taxes are raised the 
deficit might be lessened. But, 
what if taxes depress business 
so that revenue is less than ex­ 
pected? Present indications are

Inflation 
—

could be inflationary, producing 
the classic situation of too many 
dollars chasing too few goods.

economy’s ability to supply, pri­ 
ces might rise sharply. Clothing, 
medical services, gasoline and 
home furnishings already have 
risen. And, since wholesale food 
prices are now heading upward, 
consumer prices might also. 
Money Costs— Money can be 
inflated too. If the demand is 
high, as it is today, the price of 
borrowing it could rise.
